Driving fast over 
deep gutters, pot-holes and bad surfaces, 
running with insufficient oil and water, 


making every gear-change with a crash, 


“ revving ” a cold engine madly imme- 
diately on starting up, oo on brakes 
all the time, never on the throttle, and 
never changing gear until it is otherwise 
impossible to prevent the engine stalling, 
are examples of the harsh treatment that 
is meted out to these perfect mechanical 
products by drivers who, apparently, are 
utterly incapable of handling them. 


THE COST OF CARELESSNESS 


A modern motor car, even one of the 
mass-produced type, will stand for a time 
considiedals ill-treatment, but many 
months will not have passed before its 
objection to such treatment manifests 
itself in frequent visits to the garage. 
The resulting heavy bills for replacements 
and readjustments are the price that care- 
less owners pay, and this at a time when 
the car ought to be in its primest condi- 
tion, needing little or no outlay beyond 
regular lubrication and an odd adjust- 
ment or tightening up. 

In the spring hundreds of new cars are 
introduced and many owners and 


prospective owners are now looking for- 


ward to enjpyable days on the road, If 
they desire trouble-free driving, yeoman 
service and pleasurable motoring, they 
will be wise to look upon their cars as 
one would regard a valuable piece of 
horse flesh, a good piano, or an expensive 
bit of furniture and treat it with con- 
sideration,

the driver is sure that the engine is free. 

The oil level should be carefully 
watched during this period. ‘At the least 
sign of the water ia the radiator boilin 
the g se should be immediately stopped 
and allowed to cool down slowly. igh 
temperatures must be: avoided, because 
the iron cylinder blocks require seasoning, 
and when new they are very susceptible, 
and may distort permanently if over- 
heated, causing the main engine parts to 
get out of line. 

To-day’s engine parts are so accurately 
fitted, and the materials of so consistent 
a FAR that owners can run them in 
with safety and achieve the greatest free- 
dom in a few hundred miles. After the 
first two or three hundred miles, and 
again before the first thousand is’ com- 
pleted, the oi] in the sump must be let 
out, so that any little particles of metal 
or solder which accumulate from the 
bedding down process, will be flushed 
away. 


AFTER “ RUNNING-IN.” , 


After the first thousand miles a new 
engine will probably require a few little 
adjustments before it will give its best 
service. Sometimes the carburetter of a 
new engine is set on the rich side to 
ensure the easy starting of a stiff engine, 
and a slight adjustment here may not only 
effect economical running, but improve 
slow running. 

The petrol filters should be removed 
and cleaned of any bits of fluff or other 
material which will be found to have ac- 
cumulated in them. The valves also need 
checking, so that they will have the 
required clearances. Sometimes the valves 
stretch in the heat, and the result is that 
they do not close and open sufficiently, 
thus impairing engine performance. 
Sparking plugs should be examined, 
cleaned, if necessary, and the gaps set to 
the exact dimensions. In their first ex- 
perience of heat some plugs will expand 
their points, which affects the starting and 
running of the engine, but, once seasoned, 
plugs give little more trouble. 


The radiator and: water-cooling system‘ 


should be drained and flushed out with 
clean water in order to get rid of any 
scale or sand that may be present from 
the water jackets.

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A REVIEW OF THE 
DETECTIVE STORY. 


Masters of Mystery.  Bv H. Douglas Thomson. 
London: Collins. 12/6 net. 

‘ésAA ASTERS OF MYSTERY” is a 

review of reviews, and is likely to 
become the criminologist’s vade mecum. 
Mr. Douglas Thomson has set out to trace 
the origins and history of detective fiction, 
and to classify “ thrillers ” according to 
their psychological, legal and artistic 
aspects, and he has succeeded admirably. 

Mr. Thomson considers that the detec- 
tive story is the creaticn of this century, 
although he admits that the more inquir- 
ing might find its prototype in the most 
ancient writings. ' The kLrinnyes theme 
—revenge, relentlessly tracking down the 
wicked ’’—he says, “is even anterior to 

jiterature.’’ Interesting though such ex- 
cursions into a remote past may be to the 
antiquary, we are glad that Mr. Douglas 
Thomson has been content to start, for all 
practical purposes, with Edgar Allan Poe. 
whose “ Murders in the Rue Morgue '' 
still remains the classic of its own genre. 
“ Just before the opening of the twentieth 
century,” the author writes, ‘‘ the 

scientific detective story was born.” He 
goes on to indicate the development from 

Mrs. L. T. .Meade’s ' The Sanctuary 
Club,” which explains—in a somewhat 
crude fashion—‘‘ by ‘tae application of 
science, phenomena attributed to spiritual 
azencies,’’ to the coldly scientific means 
by which Mr. Austin Freeman's Dr. 
llorndyke elucidates the most involved 
proh'ems with the aid of legal logic and 
Polton’s test tubes. 

Other kindred analogies are traced in 
their various spheres. Mr. Freeman Wills 
‘Croft 1s hailed as Ae first man to take 
advantage of the general supposition that 
the man with an alibi was eo ipso inno- 
cent, 

Discussing the French detective story, 
Mr. Thomson is most intriguing. France, 
he says, has produced only four giants— 
Gaboriau, Du Boisgobey, Gaston Leroux 
and Maurice Leblanc.

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SEQUEL TO LUCAN ROAD 
ACCIDENT. 


At Lucan District Court yesterday, before 
District Justice Reddin, Superintendent 
Hughes summoned Miss Barbara Fetherston- 
haugh, Rockview, Delvin, Co. Westmeath, 
for having on the 20th December driven a 
motor car in a _ reckless and negligent 
manner at Lucan. She was also summoned 
for failing to stop after an accident. 

Mrs. Doyle, Finstown, said that she was 
delivering milk in Lucan on the 20th Decem- 
ber, and just at the Clondalkin: road a 
motor car came along ‘‘ swift,” and struck 
her trap. The motor car was on its wrong 
side, and did not stop. She did not hear 
any horn sounded. 

Cornelius Casey said that he saw Mrs. 
Doyle turning up the Clondalkin road when 
a motor car cama along and struck the trap, 
knocking Mrs. Doyle on to the horse’s back. 
The motor car slowed up and then disap- 
peared. 

Guard Quinlan said that he saw marks of 
a skid for three or four yards on the right- 
hand side, near the Clondalkin road. 

The defendant said that she was driving 
through Lucan on the 20th December, and 
saw a trap in front. She sounded her horn, 
but the trap did not get out of the way. 
Her car struck the trap, and she stopped, 
but, seeing a man stopping the pony, she 
drove on, as she could not do any good by 
waiting. 

The Justice said with regard to the charge 
of dangerous driving that he could not find 
evidence of criminal negligence, and he dis- 


missed the summons. The second charge of 
failing to stop was far more serious, and 


Miss Fetherstonhaugh had not shown much 
courtesy to Mrs. Doyle. She was bound by 
law to do so, and it seemed a pity that she 
did not stop of her own accord, to see if 
Mrs. Doyle was injured, as she might well 
have been. He imposed a fine of 40s. and 
10s. costs. 


MILK PROSECUTION. 


Guard McCarthy at the same Court sum- 
moned Mrs. Rosanna O'Connor, Celbridge, 
for having sold to him a sample of milk, 
which, on analysis, was shown to contain 
twelve per cent. added water. 

Defendant said she could not account for 
the deficiency, as the milk was sold to the 
Guard as it came from the cow.

This Reeling World. By Firth Scott. London:

R. FIRTH SCOTT is the author of 
books dealing with Polar explora- 
tion, and is interested in the history of 
man's existence. In the book before us 
he is striving to identify the interrupting 
and retarding influence which seems to 
have been exercised in the long 
man’s development. That there is such an 
influence is shown by the existence of 
races that are still in the stage of 
development which they reached in an 
immemorial past, side by side with people 
who have attained a high stage of civilisa- 
tion. Mr. Scott declares that sufficient 
account has not been taken of the part 
played by.the past glacial periods, which 
were due to the recurrent advance and 
retreat of the Polar ice-caps, in estimat- 
ing the age of the surviving monuments of 
primitive man, such as Stonehenge or the 
dolmens of Brittany. A most interesting 
discussion on symboliam in earthworks 
leeds to some original snggestions con- 
cerning their purpose.

‘Major Barnes has given us an snstruc- 
tive history of Fascism, and a reasoned 
exposition of its mentality, or temper, as 
he terms it, and its infectious growth. 
The co-operative ideal and the “' distribu- 
tive State ” have had many devotees in 
this country, where “ The Servile State 
of Belloc is not wholly unread, and where 
Chesterton always can find an audience. 
These are the very stuff of which Fascism 
is made. ‘‘ To watch Fascism operating 
in the countryside is rather like seeing 
the dreams of George Nussell’s (.%’s) 
rural civilisation gradually materialis- 
ig.” Empty praise of many of the 
mediocre achievements ..-arer home might 
be dissipated healthfully if our publi: 
men would familiarise. themselves with 
the big movements to which the world now 
echoes. 

The social student and, one could hope, 
those responsible for social legislation in 
this country, would do well to procure a 
copy of the excellent work on Liquor Con- 
trol by Professor Catlin—a book much more 
far-embracing than its title indicates. The 
study of the social causes of drunkenness, 


| the physiological and biological results of 


alcohol, its effect on national efficiency, 
iis relation to crime and insanity, its 
intrusion into industry and its effect on 
national economics—all of these, ade- 
quately supported by figures and graphs, 
are exhaustively dealt with as a pre- 
liminary to the consideration of corrective 
legislation, prohibition and other experi- 
ments in control. Professor Catlin’s im- 
partial presentation of the facts impresses 
upon one the soundness of his conclusions. 
Mr. Trouton systematically explores the 
causes of unemployment among world-wide 
causes, such as over-production, deflation 
and rationalisation; and among national 
causes, such as foreign competition, ex- 
cessive taxation, thriftlessness, the dole, 
and, lastly, in the workings of inter- 
national finance, which hoard gold and 
strangle credit. He retraces his steps very 
thoroughly, propounding remedies that are 
being recognised increasingly as inevitable. 
One of his chapters is on the now much- 
discussed revenue tar_f, and the chief ex- 
ponent of this remedy, Mr. J. M. Keynes, 
contributes a foreword. 
By those that lament the passing beau- 
ties of the countryside, and watch with a 
uickening interest the fruits of the 
ussian Five Years Plan, these mono- 
graphs—the one, outspoken and entertain- 
ing, by Mr. Joad; the other, by three 
British Labour M.P.’s—will be perused 
with interest.

BSritmis: A Great Adventure of the War. 6 
Majer Pheips Hodges. London: Cape. 12/6 net. 

RITMIS is a remarkable book, déal- 

ing with Major Hodges’s personal 
experiences during the Russian Civil War 
of 1918-1922. 

Major Hodges starts off with an account 
of what Russia was like during the 
troublous times of 1917, when Kerensky 
was in power. Then he tells what the 
Allies thought about it and the reason for 
their initial interference. The account of 
the journey to Vladivostock from Liver- 
pool is very amusing. Life in the former 
city seems to have been very cheerful. 

The author points out the real weak- 
ness of the White generals—a lack of 
union and, in the majority of cases, a 
hopeless’ incapacity for the- work. 
Kolchak’s retreat, for instance, was 
carried out in a calamitous fashion owing 
to the cowardice of the Brigade and 
Divisional Commanders, but Major 
Hodges expresses real sorrow when he 
learns of Kolchak’s capture and death at 
the hands of the Reds. 

The accounts of Major Hodges’s ex-

Customs diity 
on certain linen goods entering Southefn 
Ireland has cam a great deal of interest 
as well as anxiety in Belfast. It is said.

SHIPBUILDING PROSPECTS.

Act, made itself responsible for 
£11.455,657, of which £11,205,657 was in- 
cluded in the details issued before the 
close of the financial year. This sum has 
been the means of attracting numerous 
shipping orders t> the Lagan, even when 
cross-Channel shipyards were declining, 
and it is unquestionably true that 
thousands Belfast workers were kept 
in employment through the operations of 
the Act. 

An additional sum of £250,000 has been 
guaranteed on behalf of the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company for the purposes of 
ship ‘onstruction, and. the vessels 
Hatutally will be built on the Lagan. Of 
loans guaranteed, the sum of £2,043,820 
thas been repaid, the total amount for 
which the Northern Exchequer is now re- 
sponsible bein: £9,411,837. Up to the 
present the “i::.s':y of Finance has been 
called upon to pay enly £11,420 in respect 
of its guarantecs, a very modest proportion 
of the total amount involved. The. pros- 
pects at precent, however, for shipbuild- 
ing in our local yards are not very bright.

Old Irish Roads. 


I am not a little surprised to learn 
that the upkeep and conditions of most 
Irish roads over a century ago compared 
very favourably with those in England. 
Arthur Young, who ought to be a 
connoisseur of roads, says so definitely 
in 1812, while Wakefield, in his ‘Account 
of Ireland,” published about the same 
time, goes so far as to say that many of 
the roads in Ireland were ‘‘ as smooth as 
gravel walks” and wel] suyplied with 
sign-posts, so that one could go “ many 
miles without experiencing the incon- 
venience of a fut.”” Sampson, in the 
‘Survey of County Londonderry ” (1802), 
said that he had “ seen no country more 
intersected with good roads.’’ One probable 
reason for the superiority of Irish high- 
ways—of Northern highways, at Jeast— 
was the absence of heavy waggon traffic. 
Carts drawn by more than one horse were 
rare, and carriers. going with linen, corn 
and dairy produce from small market 
towns to Dublin, Belfast or Derry did not 
favour the huge waggons, drawn by three 
or four horses, which were common in 
England. Coaches, too, were not a con- 
tributing item; for in 1811 Dublin had 
only about twenty running daily, whereas 


London had 1,400.

has been credited the inauguration of 
aA new era in publicity. One British 
firm led the way by inducing Dr. Henry 
Ward Beecher, when the famous American 
preacher was at the height of his fame. 
to write a recommendation of their soap, 
taking as his text the dictum: ‘ Cleanli. 
ness is next to Godliness,”’ and by their 
ingennity they captured a great share of 
the United States’ market. Another 
clever and momentous move was the ac. 
quisition by a celebrated firm of Millais’s 
which caused a storm in the 
artistic world, but began a revolution in 
favour of art in advertising. For years 
one firm of soap-makerg headed the list 
among advertisers by spending £120,000 
per annum in making its!wares known 
through newspapers and hoardings. Other 
traders prophesied ruin, but presently 
saw the wisdom of following the soap 
makers’ lead. 


Primroses. 


Though it is one of the chief delights of 
town-dwellérs at this time of year to go 
into the country to gather primroses, real 
country folk do not always regard the 
beautiful little véllow blossoms with such 
affection. On the contrary, they are in 
many places considered unlucky. A single 
primrose taken into a house is alleged to 
‘“carry death with it,” and poultry- 
keepers have a belief that, if the first 
bunch of the flowers brought into the home 
contains less than thirteen blossoms, al! 
the sitting hens will hatch out only as 
many eggs as there are primroses in the 
bouquet. Not very long ago a Norfolk 
clergyman recordéd that he had been asked 
to settle a quarrel between two henwives, 
one of whom declared that the other had 
given her child a single primrose with the 


express intention of ruining hér hens’ 
hatching.

“G he Killer. 


There are Jekylls and Hydes in the dog 
world—innocent and playful terriers, 
sheepdogs and grdyhounds during the day, 
but furious killers once night comes. 

I was speaking to a farmer yesterday. 
“ About midnight,” he said, “a flock of 
sheep will start a stampede. In the centre 
of the flock is a dog. Mark you, he goes 
through it deliberately, and death is in 
store for the particular animal that he 
picks out. He is insane with blood lust, 
and mangles every part of a sheep’s body 
until he reaches the jugular vein. Strange 
to relate, he will get away without leaving 
a clue. The very dog behind me,” he 
continued, pointing to his sheepdog, 
‘could be the culprit. The dog may 
have come ten or even twelve miles on his 
deadly errand, and for eight ‘or nine 
nights he will kill a sheep a night from 
various flocks. Next day he will play 
with the children and even lick the baby. 

“Men have examined dogs for miles 
around to find traces of sheep wool or 
blood on their snouts, but it is of no use. 
How they get rid of it is a mystery. Yet 
wé catch them within nine expensive days. 
Killers become over-confident and are 
recognised as belonging to one man or 
another. Thev are destroyed immediately. 
Still, I have often known, even on my own 
farm, as many as thirty sheep and lambs 
to pine away and die from fright through 
such dogs. In fact, the flock attacked 
had better be sold to a butcher at the 
first opportunity. It never recovers from 
a killer’s savagery.” 


A Career of Service. 


Irishmen will be interested to learn that 
Mr. Gearge F. Shee. secretary of the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution, will retire 
at the end of September, when he will have 
completed twenty-one years of service. He 
has already passed the retiring age, and, 
though invited by the committee of 
management to continue, has felt obliged 
to decline. Mr. Shee was appointed in 
October, 1910, being at that time secretary 
of the National Service League, of which 
he had been secretary and organiser since 
its foundation in 1 He came to the 
Institution at a very dificult time. The 
Lifeboat Saturday Fund, which for nearly 
twenty years had collected funds for the 
Institution, was dissolved at the end of 
1910. His first duty was to absorb into the 
Institution the branches and voluntary 
workers of the Fund, and, with their help 
and that of the existing branches, to raise 
all the funds needed to maintain the 
service, 

The twenty-one years of Mr. Shee’s 
secretaryship have seen greater develop- 
ments than any previous period of the 
Institution’s history. During that time 
half of its fleet has been converted to 
motor power. In 1910 there were nine 
motor lifeboats on the coasts. There are 
now 95 in a fleet of 191 lifeboats, and the 
motor lifeboats of to-day are as great a 
advance on the motor lifeboats of twenty- 
one years ago as these boats were on 
pulling and sailing lifeboats.

Franklin’s Scheme. 


I wonder what those le who 
resent legal interference with clocks 
and watches would say if they were forced 
to comply with the suggestions made 
Benjamin Franklin to the city of Paris 
in 1784. The famous American wrote 4 
mock-serious letter to the Prese to the 
effect that he had made a wonderful dis- 
covery which would save the inhabitants 
of Paris ninety million livres between 
April and October. The idea, he wrote, 
came to him through the neglect of his 
domestic servant, who omitted to close the 
shutters at night, so that Franklin was 
awakened in his bedroom at 6 o'clock 
on an April morning, with the rays of 
the sun, which had just appeared above 
the horizon, pouring into the room. He 
proceeded to calculate how much could 
be saved in candles by taking advantage 
of this cheap form of illumination. It 
would be necessary, however, to make the 
Parisians rise with ‘the sun, and 
Franklin’s suggestions in this respect 
were rather drastic. He proposed that 
shutters should ba taxed, that no family 
should be allowed more than one pound 
of candles a week, and that a sort of 
curfew should come into existence after 
sunset. 
the city were to he set ringing at sunrise, 
and, if this failed io waken the sluggards. 
cannon were to be fired in every street. 
Franklin does not seem to have hit on 
William Willett’s idea of adjusting th: 
hands of the clock, but even if he had, 
I doubt whether the pretence 
would have appealed to his robust men- 
tality. 


“Tan Hay” 


This week brings birthday congratula- 


tions to one of the most popular of modern ‘ 


English humorists, Major John Hay 
Beith, C.B.F., better 
nom-de-plume of “ Ian Hay.’’ 

Originally a schoolmaster at Fettes, the 
well-known Scottish public school, it was 
quite by accident that he ‘ecame an 
author. As a relaxation from the routine 
of school life, he began to write a novel, 
whose opening scenes are laid at a public 
school. This novel later developed into 
the present-day favourite, “ Pip,’’ which 
has not yet lost any of its popularity, 
though it is twenty-four years since its 
Feise Since then he has seldom 
ailed to score a hit with his novels, while 
he has proved quite as successful as a 
dramatist. 

Undoubtedly, the thing which made his 
name more famous than anything else was 
“The First Hundred Thousand,” the 
series of sketches of the New Army, which 
he wrote whilst serving with the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders. These 
sketches, so different from his other work, 
are still recognised as a true picture of 
the early days of the War, and their 
popularity has not been dimmed by the 
recent spate of war novels. 


Dublin's WCarket Cross. 


Amongst the many relics of old Dublin 
long since vanished is the Market Cross, 
which stood in ancient times at the 
junction of Skinner’s row (Christchurch 
place), High street and Nicholas street, 
or, in other words, opposite the bridge 
now connecting Christchurch Cathedral 
with the Synod Hall. Its position is 
plainly indicated in Speed’s map of 1610, 
and is noticed in Harris's “ History of 
Dublin ' (1766). The monument appears 
to have consisted of a square shaft, 
crowned by an orb, and set on a circular 
base above three octagonal steps—the 
whole thing standing about 15 feet high. 
The Market Cross was of considerable 
importance in former times, as public 
proclamations, Papal Bulls and excom- 
munications, as well as other notices, were 
read from its steps. During the Common- 
wealth even banna of marriage were pub- 
lished at the cross, while public penances 
were performed there on market days. 
The increasing traffic in the narrow streets 
surrounding it, however, made the rémova! 
of the Dublin cross necessary.

i ; GALWAY, Thursday. 
N ancjent urn, containing a skull and 
bones, has been found in a grave in a 
sandpit at Carrowtober, Athenry. 
County Council workmen were digging sand 
on the land of John Burke, when they came 
across the grave, about three. feet long, 
twenty ir "es wide and inches deep. The urn 
ras fixed in the grave, and had on it a design 
known to archeologists as the zig-zag pattern, 
belonging to the Bronze Age. ‘The article is 
in a fine state of preservation 
The human remains with which the urn 
was buried were taken charge of by Dr. T. B. 
Costello, Tuam, President, County Galway 
Archwological and Historical Society, and 
Sergeant Masterson, Athenry, and brought to 
Galway, alter Professor Shea, Galway 
University, and Dr, Mahr, National Museum, 
Dublin, had examined them. 
The urn is.a food vessel of the usual Bronze 
Age shape, about six inches high, and made 
of clay. The zig-zag pattern surrounds the 
middle, and several similar urns hhve 
previously been found in the Athenry area. 
It is believed that the remains @re those 
of a girl of eighteen or twenty years, The 
body had baon placed in the small grave in 
a crouched sitting position. All the teeth 
were intact, and in a perfect state of preser- 
vation, only one being missing. It was 
pointed out that, contrary to the modern way 
in which teeth decay,, there was no evidence 
of decay in these teeth, but they appeared to 
be slightly worn down evenly, suggesting that 
the people of that age ate very hard food. 
The grave was enclosed in stone flags. 
Professor R. A. 8. Macalister, University 
College, Dublin, told our reporter in an 
interview last night that the urn was evi- 
dently of the Bronze Age, and about 3,500 
years old. Several graves of this type had 
been found from time to time, and one was 
unearthed in the year 1900 at Ardrahan, 
about five miles away from Athenry. 
“I would not attach much importance to 
the fact that the teeth are in good condi- 
tion after about 3,500 years, he said. “' It 
is the usual popular remark, and is of little 
significance. A much more important dis- 
closure would be the length of the thigh 
bone, or the shape of the head.”’ 
There was no doubt, he said, that full 
particulars would be disclosed “in the near 
future by Professor Shea, who 15 a recog- 
nised authority on such matters.

He did not believe that there were 
many other associations which could show as 
many cows giving such a large yield of milk. 
In his opinion, what they should aim at was 
1,000 gallons per cow, as they must consider 
the calves also. In mountain districts he 
considered that a half-bred bull might give 
best results, and the Ministry did not object 
to these bulls; but on good land the best 
procurable bulls would repay the farmer best. 

Mr. W. H. West, J.P., Secretary, Com. 
mittee of Agriculture, said that some vears 
ago they had only thirty-five premium bulls 
in the county and now they had ninety- 
eight.

T the meeting of the Limerick Corpora- 
A tion and Public Health Committee, Mr. 
J. J. Dundon, chief veterinary inspector

On March 16th there were 154 registered 
vendors; nineteen had consented to ais, as 
their premises wereltotallv unfit, and twenty- 
seven consented to carry out reasonable alter- 
ations. 

it was found, the report stated, ‘ that 
milk was sold under appalling conditions, 
with no eftort of any description being made 
towards keeping the milk or the premises ip 
a clean and hygienic condition. The milk 
was being retailed in kitchens, hallweys, 
cellars, and places totally unsuitable; and the 
sale of potatoes, cabbage and petroleum took 
place in á large percentage of casés, with no 
provision for keeping the milk in a separate 
portion «f the premises.” 

Mr. Forrest, local inspector under the Food 
and Drugs. Act, denied that any ‘‘appallin 
conditions *’ prevailed. He strongly objected 
to the expression. He had discharged his 
duties im connection with the city milk 
supply in the most impartial and conscient: 4s 
manner, and so had the sub-sanitary officer 
assisting.

HE Secretary to the Free State Minis- 
I ter for Lands and Fisheries has 
written to the Limerick Fishery Board 
in regard to the request of the Board for a 
sworn inquiry as to the injury alleged to 
have been caused to the salmon fisheries in 
non-tidal waters by the Shannon~ electricity 
scheme. 

The Minister desired to state that it was 
not clear to him that there was any likeli- 
hood of persons being in possession of specific 
information relative to the condition of the 
fisheries who had not already come forward, 
Neither was there in the resolution. any 
suggestion as to the kind of legislation which 
it was considered the Minister could intro- 
duce for the purpose of ameliorating even 
hypothetically that condition. Certain bye- 
laws were made in January, 1930, relating 
to the protection of the fisheries. Full in- 
formation had been laid before the Minister 
as to the fluctuation in the water level by 
the Board of Conservators on December 19. 

The Minister had no objection on prin- 
ciple to holding the inquiry, but before doing 
su he felt it was essential to have some rea- 
sonable assurance that it would produce more 
than genera: expressions of opinions un- 
supported by facts. 

As to the limitation of the inquiry to non- 
tidal waters, the Minister would like to 
know if it was based on any special reason, 
and whether it was intended to be inferred 
that the fisheries in non-tidal waters had 
been affected by the h:dro-electric smheme.

VERDICT AT INQUEST ON

HE finding of the dead body of a farm 
rT labourer in a quarry-hole at Kilkerley, 
near Dundalk, was described at an in- 

quest to-day on Paul Sullivan (26), whose 
body was recovered yesterday evening. 
Sullivan had lived with his brother-in-law 
at Rathmore. According to the evidence, 
Sullivan had been at his work on Tuesday, 
and had returned from Dundalk, where he 
had driven cattle for his employer (Mr. 
Clarke). His employer noticed that he had 


some drink taken, but Sullivan continued to 
work as usual. He did not return home, 
and a search of the district was made. In 
the quarry-hole a cap was seen floating, and 
when the Civic Guards were informed they 
dragged the hole and found the body in a 
depth of eight feet of water. 

‘homas McKeown, a brother-in-law, with 
whom the deceased man lived, said that when 
Sullivan did not come home he obtained the 
assistance of some people and searched rour? 
the place. Sullivan could come home by the 
quarry, but did not generally do so. Often 
the deceased man did not come home until 
quite late, but, though he took some drink, 
he was not in the habit of taking it. 

Inspector Tobin—Had this man any row 
with his neighbours or with anyone in the 
district ’—Not that I heard of. 

Mr. Clarke, with whom Sullivan 


denied to witness that he was drunk. 

Evidence was given by his fellow-workmen 
that there never had been a row with Sulli- 
van. 

Sergeant Sullivan deposed to the finding of 
the body, on which there was some money, 
The watch had stopped about twelve hours 
before the body was found. 

The jury returned a verdict of “ Death 
from asphyxiation,”’ adding that there was not 
sufficient evidence to show how the deceased 
man got into the water.

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Spain and the Vatican. 


Although the Vatican, enthroned in 
ancient experience, is a calm surveyor of 
Europe’s politics, we cannot suppose that 
it regards the Spanish revolution without 
concern. For many centuries Spain has 
been a chief stronghold of the Roman 
Catholic faith. In no other country has 
loyalty to he Holy See been so general or 
more intense; in none have the relations 
between throne and Vatican been so solid 
and so intimate. King Alfonso, like all 
his predecessors, conformed faithfully to 
his title of “ most Catholic Majesty.”’ 
Hitherto the temper of “ modernism,’’ 
whether spiritual or scientific, has been 
discouraged firmly within the Spanish 
realm; and all the influences which have 
shaped the new Europe have hurled them- 
selves vainly against the old barriers of 
clerical and feudal conservatism. It seems 
to be certain—though little else is certain 
in the present situation—that the revolu- 
tion will weaken these barriers. The new 
rulers of Spain are Roman Catholics, but 
they have taken their principles of demo- 
cracy from France, England and the 
United States. Republican and, perhaps, 
Socialist voices will dominate the new 
Parliament. Soon, therefore, the Church 
may be confronted in Spain with problems 
which are troubling her in other parts of 
the world. Secular education may advance 
its claims in the schools and universities : 
ecclesiastical intervention in politics may 
be disputed; other creeds will require 
from Parliament a freedom of thought and 
practice which hitherto Spain has not con- 
ceded to them. The coming conflict—or 
reconciliation—between political liberalism 
and religious conservatism in Spain may 
furnish a deeply interesting chapter in the 
nation’s history. One result of the revolu- 
tion is apparent already to the Rome 
Correspondent of The Times. He says 
that, with the disappearance, first of the 
Austro-Hungarian Monarchy, and now of 
the Bourbons in Spain, the Holy See must 
come to lean still more heavily upon the 
Monarchy and Government in Italy, which

ACTION OF DUTCH 
GROWERS. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
AMSTERDAM, Thursday. 

At to-day’s meeting of rubber pro- 
ducers, representing in the aggregate fifty 
thousand tons of rubber produced in the 
Dutch East Indies, and fifteen thousand 
tons of Belgian, French and German 
rubber, 14 was decided to constitute a new 
association to promote the restriction of 
rubber production. 

The Handelsblad learns authoritatively 
that the British Rubber Growers’ Associa- 
tion has sent a circular to one hundred 
and thirty British and Indian rubber pro- 
ducers inviting them to co-operate in 
securing a _ restriction of rubber pro- 
duction. The newspaper adds that ninety- 
two producers, representing a production 
of 46,000 tons out of a total British- 


Indian production of 65,000 tons, replied | 


favourably ; consequently, the total rubber 
production which will be represented in 
the new Association, will be 111,000 tons— 
namely, 50,000 Dutch East Indian rubber, 
15,000 Belgian, French and German, and 
46,000 tons British Indian rubber.

B Y a majority of fifty-four, the 

House of Commons last night re- 
jected the Conservative Party's pro- 
posed vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Baldwin proposed the motion 
in the following terms — ' That His 
Majesty's Government, having failed 
to carry out their election pledges 
with regard to unemployment, and 
having ceased even to attempt any 
remedial measures, do not deserve 
the confidence of this House. ' 


Mr. Tom Johnston (Lord Privy 
Seal), on behalf of the Government, 
stated that the result of the Govern- 
ment s policy was that Britain was 
the only nation that had met its dis- 
tress without recourse to the “ bread 
line ” or to soup kitchens. The 
Government was embarking on a 
long-range policy designed to im- 
prove the economic resources of the 
country and to make industry more 
efficient. 


Mr. Lloyd George announced that 
the Liberal Party would not take the 
responsibility of voting against. the 
Government on this occasion. The 
Lord Privy Seal had shown that he 
had a grip of the situation. 


The Prime Minister announced 
that, if the Government was defeated 
on this motion, it would appeal to 
the country. 


Mr. Baldwin, in moving his resolution, 
said that it was a simple, straightforward 
one, which would create no difficulties to 
any members as to which Lobby they 
should vote in. He quoted from the 
election addresses and _ speeches of 
Ministers, laying stress on the Prime 
Minister’s declaration that the Labour 
Government was the only Government 
capable of dealing with unemployment 
with courageous determination. Having 
failed to give prompt effect to his election 
promises, the Prime Minister had asked 
for a fair chance to grapple with the 
problem.

REMARKABLE GERMAN 
INVENTION,

BERLIN, Thursday. 

The most striking in the long series of 
experiments in recket propulsion was 
made yesterday by Herr Reinhold Tilling, 
whose ultimate aim is to construct a 
passenger-carrying rocket aircraft. 

In his experiment near Osnabruck yes- 
terday Herr Tilling despatched the first 
model passenger rocket. It was about five 
feet long. 
from a launching pier, and climbed in a 
steep curve, with gradual acceleration, 
until it was travelling at a very great 
speed.

At twenty minutes past eleven a pro- 
longed cheering arose, broken ,by cries of 
‘Viva el Rey ” and ‘ Vive Te Roi’’ as 
the King's car drove slowly up. The 
Spanish Ambassador, Senor Quinones de 
Leon, got out quickly, ready to protect 
the King should the crush at the Gare du 
Lyon be repeated. 

Then the King left the car, returning 
the greetings of the crowd, who began to 
break through’ the police cordon. Rein- 
forcements arrived just at the critical 
moment, and a way was cleared for His 
Majesty to reach the doorway of the 
hotel. As soon as he was safely inside 
the irdn gates were quickly snapped to, 
and the police forbade entrance to every- 
one. 


“A LIKEABLE EXILE.” 


King Alfonso was greeted on the 
threshold by M _  Chiapre, Prefect of 
Police. Qbvionsly much moved by thf 
warmth of the demonstration. and with a 
sad, smile lighting up his features, the 
King bent towards M. Chiapre and said 
very simply, “I am deeply tcuched by 
the welcome of Paris. I will endeavour 
to be a likeable exile 
sympathique).”’ 

Then the cheer 
ing outside was redoubled. The crowd 
was clamouring for the King. After some 
moments His Majesty appeared on the 
balcony and bowed several times in answer 
to the acclamations. .

Since then the Royal Family has been 
resting, and strict orders have been given 
to admit no one except intimate friends.

NO BEET WILE BE LEFT ON 
HANDS, 

In an interview with our Special 
Correspondent yesterday, an official of the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Co. made the 
following comments on the beet-growers’ state- 
ment :— 

SUGAR PRODUCTION CERTAIN. 

“We can only reaffirm that contracts 
have reached us in sufficient numbers already 
during the first few days to warrant the 
factory working next season, and growers 
have been. officially notified to this effect. 
They are thus assured that no beet under 
contract will be left on their hands. 

“ In order to prove the justification of their 
resistance, the Beet Growers’ Association pick 
out one year for comparison purposes between 
Irish and English subsidy arrangements, in- 
stead of comparing the whole period in both 
countries, If the Irish factory had been in 
receipt cf State aid on the English scale 
duri:g the first five years the subsidy benefit 
on the lowest reckoning would have been 
£142,000 more than it actually has been. It 
stands io reason that, if we had received 
this sum it would have enabled us to offer 
a much better price to our growers for the 
coming season, 

STATE AID AND BEET PRICES. 

““In the same way, they pointed out, as if 
this were a new discovery, that State aid 
exceeded the price of beet by 4s. 5d. per ton. 
In other countries, against whose dumped 
sugar we have to compete, the discrepancy 
between State aid and beet price is ever so 
much higher, although most of the factories 
concerned have much lower working costs, 
being near their sources of supply ‘(coal, etc.) 
and having to pay on a much lesser scale for 
wages, freight, etc. In other words, the 
4s. 5d. mentioned above goes towards paying 
the higher working costs in this country, due 
to local conditions. 

“When referring to a statement by a 
spokesman of the Association as to the 
average crop yield, -we had in mind a 
speech made by the Honorary Secretary of 
the County Leix Branch of the B.G.A. at 
Maryborough on April 8th, and his letter 
to the Irish Times, in which he expressl® 
stated, ‘The average yield per statute acre 
is about 9 tons factory weight.’ 

THE RETURN ON CAPITAL. 

*‘In stating that the annual return on 
the capital invested wre 133 per cent., the 
Association have not taken into account that 
the capital had to be supplied half a year 
before the actual start of operations, and 
by dividing 55 per cent. by 44 years, they 
will find that our figure of 124 per cent. is 
correct. 

“The Association still find fault with our 
depreciation policy, and we can only repéat 
that, to keep the company’s capital intact, 
it is necessary to write off during the subsidv 
period the cost of buildings and plant, staff 
residences, etc. What these things would 
be worth if at any time factory operations 
were definitely held up, can easily be gauged 
by anvone who cares to take a stroll through 
the delightful neighbourhood of Portlaw.

The statement pointed out that the Asso- 
ciation was anxious that judgments of the 
Circuit Court should be registered in a sim'- 
lar manner to judgments of the High Court. 
At present under ion 59 of the Courts of 
Justice Act, 1924, Circuit Court judgments 
exceeding .£20 may be registered as High 
Court judgments, but only such judgments 
are registered as are intended to be subse- 
quently registered as judgment mortgages on 
land. There is no reason for registering any 
Circuit Court judgments which cannot be 
registered as judgment mortgages. . 

Traders are, therefore,, left without 
knowledge of the existence of Circuit Court 
1udgments, the only way to detect them being 
a search in the records of each of the Cir- 
cuits. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OPPOSED. 

The Association opposed the following re- 
commendations of the Joint Committee on 
account of their effect on registration :— 
(1) That Circuit Court judgments up to 
£100 should not be given any priority in the 
event of the subsequent bankruptcy of the 
judgment debtor; (2) that the right 
to register a judgment as a mortgage should 
be confined to judgments for sums exceeding 
£50 over end above costs. 

If these two recommendations are adopted, 
the statement added, we believe the results 
would be :—(1) That no Circuit Court judg- 
ments for less than £50 would be registered ; 
(2) that Circuit Court —— from £50 
up to £100 would only registered if they 
were intended to be turtied into judgment 
mortgages and registered as charges on land. 

The Dublin Chamber of Commerce and the 
Association both gave evidence before the 
Joint Committee on the Courts of Justice 
Act. As their evidence was not printed in the 
Joint Committee’s report handed to the 
Minister, extracts from the reports containing 
their evidence have been .ssued. These 
extracts contained recommendatiozis concern-

WINDING-UP ORDERS. 


They opposed recommendation 67 of the 
Report of the Joint Committee that jurisdic- 
tion in the winding-up of companies and in 
lunacy and minor matters, should not be 
exercised by the Circuit Court.

SOLEMN REQUIEM. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Thursday. 

Westminster Cathedral is a vast and 
impressive building, and it is exceptionally so 
on occasions such as this morning, when a 
Solemn Requiem was sung for the late Mr. 
T. M. Healy, first Governor-General of the 
Irish Free State. The great building. full of 
heavy shadows, owing. to the dark and 
gloomy weather, was fuled with a congrega- 
tion of Irish people. 

Outside the sanctuary was a stately 
catafalque, covered with a magnificent gold- 
embroidered black velvet pall, over which was 
placed the Irish Free State flag. On either 
side stood three enormous gilt candlesticks, 
holding lights. Behind the catafalque, 
stretching away into the gloom, were many 
rows of men and women, mostly in sombre 
clothes, with here and there the head-dress 
of a nun. On the right-hand side of 
the a was a raised seat for Mr. J. W. 
Dulanty, Free State High Commissioner. 
and behind him were placed many well- 
known people. The relatives of the late Mr. 
Healy included his nepbew, Mr. Maurice 
Healy; Mrs. Alexander M. Healy, Mr. 
Serjeant Sullivan and Miss Sullivan. 

The entire staff of the Irish Free State 
Commission was present, the men acting as 
ushers.

The Govern- 
ment’s idea of economy was to make the 
rich richer and the r rer. He sug- 
gested that the Senate should be abolished. 
Mr. ¥. Henderson (Independent Unionist) 
did not agree that the Senate should be 
abolished. So long as they had to maintain 
a show, they should maintain a '' House of 
Lords’ in Northern Ireland. There were 
working men in the Senate who received a 
minere pittance for their duties in that House, 
and he contended that they should not .be 
reduced 15 per cent, but, ‘mstead, larger 
reductions should be made in the salaries of 
the leaders of the Senate. 
lf you really want economy, he said, you 
should go to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald or Mr. 
Snowden and say: ' We do not want this 
Parliament at all. Will you take us back 
again into the Imperial Parliament, and save 
the cost of this Northern Parliament ?’’ In 
the United States the members of the Cabinet 
received £2,000 per annum for ruling the 
destinies of 140,000,000 people; but i 
Northern Ireland the members of the Cabinet 
received £2,250 for governing one and a 
quarter million people.
